to drive PLO out of

TUNIS — Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat has accused 
Syria of having taken a decision to remove 
Palestinian forces from Lebanon’s Bekaa 
Valley by Sept. 1, in the course of the imp- 
lementation of a U.S.-Syrian agreement. He 
said that the phased foreign withdrawal from 
Lebanon has actually started with the Isr- 
aelis first pulling out as far as the Awali River 
in the south, followed by a Syrian wit- 
hdrawal from Tripoli. 


Mr. Arafat who was speaking 
at a meeting with a Palestinian 
delegation which arrived here to 


pledge support for the legitimate 
Palestinian leadership, warned 
against falling into the trap of bel- 


ieving that the current fighting in 
Lebanon is between Palestinians. 

“What is happening in the 
Bekaa is a fight between Pal- 
estinians and Syrians with Libyan 
backing." Mr. Arafat asserted. 

He said: “You should not be 
taken in by misleading inf- 
ormation about an armed conflict 
beiweeD Palestinian groups bec- 
ause Palestinian positions are 
being shelled by tanks and the 
Palestinians and Ahmad Jibrirs 
groups (the Popular From for the 
Liberation of Palestine-General 
Command) in particular have no 
such tanks to fight, and he never 
had. All tanks which the Pal- 
estinians had were destroyed dur- 
ing the siege of Beirut. What is 
happening now is a repetition of 
the 1976 events (the massacre of 
Palestinians in the Tal Za’atar 
camp near Beiruti, but with new 
names and new slogans."

Syrian entry to Jdita 
violates Fateh truce

Syrian soldiers Sunday entered 
and set up positions in The Bekaa 
Valley village of Jdita in violation 
of a ceasefire agreement between 
battling Palestinian factions.. Pal- 
estinian sources said here Sunday. 

The ceasefire agreement, which 
was reached after five days of vio- 
lent clashes between supporters 
and opponents of Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat, was upon 
the insistence of the Lebanese 
National From, a major Lebanese 
leftist grouping which also insisted 
that no armed elements will enter 
the village after the fighters wit- 
hdrew. 

Under the terms of the agr- 
eement. both Arafat loyalists and 
their opponents, followers of Col- 
onel Abu Musa, were to withdraw 
completely from the village to 
save residents from the ravages of 


the war. according to the Pal- 
estinian sources. The Syrians, or 
the Syrian-backed rebels, were 
not to enter Jdita after the loyalist 
forces withdrew, the sources said. 
“The Syrian presence there now 
musi be in flagrant violation of 
that agreement.” they added. - 

Jdita Jocafc »ai-J ai ieasi five 
people died and 25 were wou- 
nded. including Lebanese civ- 
ilians. during the clashes that were 
fought with rocket-propelled gre- 
nades. machineguns and rifles on 
Saturday. 

The Syrians and leftists moved 
in after the fighting. 

One leftist militiamen said five 
bodies had been found in one bat- 
tered house, but there was no ind- 
ependent confirmation. 

Many Lebanese civilians ret- 
urning to the village found their 
homes in ruins and their pos- 
sessions destroyed or looted.

U.S. proposes separation 
of Syrian, Israeli forces 


TEL AVIV (R) — The United 
States has proposed a separation 
of Israeli and Syrian troops in 
Lebanon's Bekaa Valley as a pre- 
liminary step to the withdrawal of 
all foreign forces from Lebanon, a 
senior Israeli official said Sunday. 

He declined to outline Israel's 
reaction to the proposal. 

The official was briefing rep- 
orters on Sunday’s cabinet mee- 
ting. which was largely devoted to 
last week's talks on Lebanon bet- 
ween senior U.S. officials and the 
Israeli foreign and defence min- 
isters. 

He denied Israeli press reports 
that Israel might be willing to wit- 
hdraw from Lebanon before Syria 
if Damascus agreed to a timetable 
for pulling out its troops. 

“ It has not been proposed to us. 
We have not changed our position 
which is that all foreign forces wit- 
hdraw simultaneously from Leb- 
anon.” he said. 

The cabinet discussion came as 
Robert McFarlane. President 
Reagan's new Middle East envoy. - 
arrived in Beirut at the start of a 


Middle East tour. 

According to Israeli press rep- 
orts from Washington the special 
envoy is carrying new ideas on 
withdrawing foreign troops from 
Lebanon. ■ 

Israel plans us withdraw from 
some positions in Lebanon but is 
not pulling back its forces in east 
Lebanon's Bekaa Valley, where 
they face Syrian soldiers across a 
narrow no-man's land. 

Israeli artillery is now dug in 
within range of Damascus. 

Under a Lebanese- Israeli agr- 
eement signed on May 1 7. Israel 
promised to withdraw all its troops 
on condition Syrian and Pal- 
estinian forces also leave Leb- 
anon. 

The Syrians have refused to pull 
out and Israel has said it will keep 
troops in the Bekaa until they do. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
mir reported to the cabinet on his 
talks in Washington. the senior 
official told reporters. Defence 
Minister Moshe Arens stayed in 
the U.S. for further discussions. 


China assails U.S.-Israeli 
interference in C. America 


PEKING (Agencies ) — China- 
Sunday accused Israel of acting as 
“hatchet man” for the United Sta- 
tes in Central America, and called 
for this action to be “Condemned 
universally. 

The accusation, in a New China 
News Agency editorial, came in 
reaction to a recent U.S. new- 
spaper report which said Israel 
had agreed to a Washington req- 
uest to supply guerrillas fighting 
the Nicaraguan government with 
arms. 

It said, "Israel, which has long 


served the U.S. contention for 
hegemony in the Middle EasL has 
now stretched its military ten- 
tacles to Latin America io serve as 
a hatchet man of the United States 
in the latter’s interference in the 
affairs of Central America.” 

“The fact that Israel has poked 
its nose into Central. American 
affairs and acts as a cat’s paw oi 
the United States should draw the 
attention of world public opinion 
and should be condemned uni- 
versally,’' it concluded.

DAMASCUS ( R I — Syria, in its 
harshest verbal attack yet on Yas- 
ser Arafat. Sunday accused the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) chairman of being a “liar 
and blackmailer.” 

A govemmeni spokesman quo- 
ted by the official news agency 
SANA said: "Any lies and fal- 
sehoods that emanate from an ins- 
ignificant man like Yasser Arafat 
cannot harm Syria's great sta- 
nces.” 

SANA said the spokesman was 
replying to Mr. Arafat's urgent 
appeal Saturday to Arab leaders 
to prevent killings of Palestinians 
in the Syrian-held Bekaa Valley of 
Lebanon. 

The spokesman said: “If Arafat 
thinks that swindling, instigation 
and blackmail will force others to 
strike against his opponents and 
critics in the Palestinian arena, he 
has missed the target.” 

McFarlane 
arrives in 
Lebanon 

BEIRUT (R) — President Rea- 
gan's new Middle East envoy. 
Robert McFarlane. arrived in Bei- 
rut Sunday at the start of a tour 
aimed at reviving efforts to rem- 
ove foreign forces from Lebanon, 
state-run Beirut Radio reported. 

Mr. McFarlane went straight 
from Beirut airport to the U.S. 
ambassadors residence in the hil- 
lside viUage.of Yarze outside Bei- 
rut. the radio said. 

The envoy, accompanied by his 
deputy. ’ Richard Fairbanks, is 
expected to visit Syria. Israel and 
other Middle East states during 
his tour. 

Mr. Reagan appointed him on 
July 22 to replace veteran Middle 
East troubleshooter Philip Habib, 
whom Syria had called anti-Arab j 
and refused to see. I 

Mr. McFarlane is reported to be \ 
bringing new proposals to try to 
secure the withdrawal of Israeli. 
Syrian and Palestinian forces from 
Lebanon, but Arab commentators 
have questioned his ability to suc- 
ceed where Mr. Habib failed. 

Lebanon and Israel signed a 
U.S .-sponsored troop withdrawal 
accord on May 17, but Israel is 
refusing to implement it unless 
Syria pulls its array out of north 
and east Lebanon. 

Syrian President Hafez Al 
Assad has rejected the agreement, 
saying it will turn Lebanon into an 
“Israeli protectorate” and is cal- 
ling on Israel to quit unc- 
onditionally. 

Mr. McFarlane, who arrived 
after a stopover in Rome, is exp- 
ected to hold talks with Lebanese 
officials, but no details of his tim- 
etable have been released.

Iraq reports air raids

BAGHDAD (R) — Iraqi war- 
planes and helicopter gunships 
carried out further raids on Ira- 
nian positions in the central Gulf 
war zone Sunday, inflicting heavy 
losses in men and equipment, a 
high command communique said. 

All the Iraqi units returned saf- . 
ely to base, it said. 

.An INA report earlier Sunday 
said Iraq had repelled a fresh Ira- 
nian attack near the Iraqi border 
town of Zurbatiyah. where Iran 
launched its latest offensive early 
Saturday. 

Sunday's communique said 
5.324 Iranian troops we re killed in 
Saturday’s battle, with most of 
Iran's Fourth Armoured Brigade 
and its independent X4ih Brigade 
wiped out. 

The commander of Iraq's Sec- 
ond Army Corps, quoted by the 
Iraq News Agency (INA). earlier 
described as lies Iranian claims 
that it had taken strategic border 
heights in the area. 

An Iranian communique Sun- 
day claimed Iranian troops had 
seized three key heights and two 
frontier posts in continued fig- 
hting between Zurbatiyah and 
Mehran on the Iranian side of the 
border. 

INA. quoting its military cor- 
respondent with Iraq's Second 


Army Corps, said the attack was 
on Zurbatiyah. about lot) kil- 
ometres east of Baghdad. 

It said the most of the Iranian 
troops in the attack were des- 
troyed and the rest were forced to 
flee after being taken by surprise. 
No casualty figures were given. 

The Second Army Corps com- 
mander. who was not named, des- 
cribed as lies Iran's claims that its 
forces had taken strategic heights 
in his sector, the agency added. 

Iraq said Saturday morning it 
had repulsed the latest Iranian 
offensive near Zurbatiyah. opp- 
osite Mehran. a week after an Ira- 
nian cross-border thrust into nor- 
thern Iraq’s Kurdish mountains. 

Iraq’s commander on the nor- 
thern front said Saturday that Ira- 
nian troops had been driven oui of 
all territory captured in that off- 
ensive.

Lebanon faces new crisis 

says official 


in economy, 

BEIRUT (R) — The Lebanese 
economy, battered by eight years 
of turmoil, is facing a new crisis 
caused by political uncertainty 
and declining foreign income, a 
senior official said in an interview 
published Sunday. 

Adnan Kassar. president of the 
Beirut Chamber of Commerce, 
told the weekly An Nahar Arab 
Report and Memo rhar Lebanon's 
current instability had set back 
hopes for a full economic rec- 
overy. 

Mr. Kassar. in written answers 
to questions, listed the problems 
as the rapid fluctuations in the 
value of the Lebanese pound, a 2U 
per cent decline in foreign income' 
and failure of local industry to find 
markets. 

Since the 1975-76 civil war. 
Lebanon has largely survived on 
foreign subsidies and remittances 


from emieres and workers in the 
Gulf. 

But Mr. Kassar said remittances 
were dwindling, probably due to a 
slow-down in economic activity in 
the Gulf countries and political 
uncertainty in Lebanon. He gave 
no figures. 

"The current crisis seems to be 
one of the most serious which we 
have had 10 face." he said. “Bui 
we remain convinced that we are 
again able 10 overcome it." 

On the positive side. Mr. Kassar 
noted that customs receipts, mai- 
nstay of the cash-starved treasury, 
were rising and said inflation had 
dropped to eight per cent a year, 
from 1 4 per cent in May last year. 

Customs receipts in the first six 
months of this year rose 36(J per 
cent to 740.7 million pounds 
(5161 million) over the same per- 
iod in 19X2. 


Spain, Israel 
may establish 
diplomatic ties 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Spain 
and Israel are on the verge of est- 
ablishing diplomatic ties, perhaps 
as early as next month, according 
to radio and press reports here. 

The development was said to 
have resulted from secret talks 
held last June 23 in New York 
between Spanish Prime Minister 
Felipe Gonzalez and the president 
of the World Jewish Congress. 
Canadian businessman Edgard 
Bronfman. 

Spain is ihe only West Eur- 
opean country not to have dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel. 

Mr. Gonzalez told Mr. Bro- 
nfman (hat Spain was awaiting a 
suitable occasion, such as the beg- 
inning of an Israeli troop pullout 
from Lebanon, reports said, but 
added that ties might be est- 
ablished sometime in August. 

The Israeli Foreign Ministry 
refused to comment on the reports 
but underlined Israel's desire for 
normal relations with Madrid. 

Direct air links between the two 
countries were established only 
recently. 


Death toll rises in Sri Lanka . . . 


COLOMBO (R) — More than 
200 people were killed up to Fri- 
day in last week’s wave of ethnic 
violence across Sri Lanka and the 
death toll has since risen, possibly 
by a large number, a government 
spokesman said Sunday.^ 

The spokesman. Douglas Liy- 
anage, also said 50,U(.H> refugees 
had been left homeless. 

Many houses, shops and fac- 
tories were set ablaze in the rioting 
which engulfed the country after 
separatist guerrillas killed 1 3 sol- 
diers in the northern Jaffhadistrict 
on July 23. 


The government Saturday said 
the bloodshed and arson set off by 
ethnic unrest was part of a foreign 
master-minded plot to overthrow 
it. 

Three leftist parties have now 
been banned. 

President Junius Jayewardene. 
using emergency powers, out- 
lawed the pro-Moscow Com- 
munist Party of Sri Lanka, the 
Janaiha Vimukthi Peramuna 
( People's Liberation Front ) which 
is an extreme left revolutionary 
group, and the Nawa Santa Sara- 
aja Parly (New Socialist Party). 


Information Minister Ana- 
□datissa dc Alwis. referring to the 
alleged plot in a broadcast address 
Saturday night, said the danger to 
the country was not yet over. 

Mr. De AJwis said the wid- 
espread attacks last week on pro- 
perty owned by minority Tamils 
were part of a well-planned att- 
empt to topple the government. 

Referring to the alleged foreign, 
backing, he said: “As we have fri- 
endly relations with all countries, 
it will not be proper for me as a 
minister to name the country. But

NEW DELHI (R) — A multi- 
party delegation from the sou- 
thern state of Tamil Nadu arrived 
Sunday for talks with Prime Min- 
ister Indira Gandhi on anti-Tamil 
violence in Sri Lanka which has 
inflamed feelings in South India. 

The delegation is expected to 
call for effective steps to ensure 
ihe safety of people of Tamil ori- 
gin in Sri Lanka, tom by ethnic 
violence between Sinhalese and 
minority Tamils for the past week. 

Feelings in Tamil Nadu have 
been running high over the blo- 
odshed in Sri Lanka. The state is 


separated by a narrow stretch of 
sea from the island whose Tamil 
population has strong ethnic and 
cultural links with South India, 

Sri Lankan Foreign Minister 
Shahul Hameed is also due in 
Delhi Sunday, officials said. He 
will attend 1 a meeting of seven 
South Asian foreign ministers sta- 
rting Monday ro launch an amb- 
itious programme of economic 
hnd cultural cooperation. 

Official sources say the Sri Lan- 
kan situation and India’s concern 
over the position of the Tamils will 
hot affect the meeting which exc- 


ludes discussion of bilateral and 
contentious issues. 

Mrs. Gandhi will inaugurate the 
meeting which fallows three years 
of official -level talks on coo- 
peration by Bangladesh. Bhutan. 
India, Maldives. Nepal. Pakistan 
and Sri Lanka. 

The Tamil Nadu team for the 
talks on Sri Lanka is led by Chief 
Minister M.G. Ramachandran 
and comprises representatives of* 
regional parties, including the rul- 
ing All India Anna Dravida Mun- 
netra Kazhagam(AlADMK),and 
two Communist parties.

In another development fol- 
lowing the recapture Saturday of 
lhe oasis town by forces loyal to 
pro-Western President Hissene 
Habrc. 11 foreign combatants, 
including in Libyans and one 
Sudanese, were paraded in the 
streets of the Chad capital. 

Government and diplomatic 
sources said the Libyan air force 
had resumed bombing radis on 
positions in and around Faya- 
Largeau. 

Thousands of members of pro- 
government organisations poured 
into the streets of N’Djamena lo 
demonstrate against the raids and 
read a motion asking the gov- 
ernments of France, the Ignited 
States. Sudan. Zaire and Morocco 
lo send in combat aircraft as a mat- 
ter of urgency. 

They later marched to the emb- 
assies of these countries to hand in 
their petition. 

The demonstrators justified 
their request on the grounds of 
’’intensive and indiscriminate 
bombings by the Libyan air 
force." which started after the 


town fell to government troops 
Saturday and were continuing 
Sunday. 

Informed sources said gov- 
ernment officials bad already app- 
roached the five countries as well 
as Egypt, another nation which 
supports Mr. Habre. to ask them 
for air cover. 

Of those countries, only Zaire 
has sent in combat aircraft to help 
the government forces, but their 
role has so far been purely def- 
ensive and they have not been 
involved in combat. 

France has providedThe bulk of 
the military hardware which has 
enabled Mr. Habre to turn the tide 
against the forces of rebel leader 
and former President Goukoni 
Oueddei and reclaim control of 
the country after a string of def- 
eats. But it has resisted calls for 
direct military intervention.

Arabs pessimistic over 
McFarlane’s mission 


BAHRAIN (Ri — The new U.S. 
special envoy Robert McFarlane 
was starving his first Middle East 
peace mission Sunday amid inc- 
reased tension in - Lebanon and 
predictions of failure by Arab 
commentators. 

Continued fighting in Lebanon 
between Palestinian factions have 
raised fears of fun her escalation 
of the teud between supporters 
and opponents of Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation I PLO) Cha- 
irman ’i asser Arafat. 

Such an escalation could inc- 
rease the problems faced by Mr. 
McFarlane. who Western dip- 
lomats said was expected to work 
on a complete withdrawal of for- 
eign forces from Lebanon. 

The independent Lebanese 
newspaper An Nahur said Mr. 
McFarlane Marts mission at a lime 
when attitudes of the various par- 
ries concerned had become highly 
complicated

to make the American mission a 
Miccesv it added.

It also said the approach of the 
American election campaign next 
year would add to McFarlane’s 
problems. 

In Damascus. Syrian new- 
spapers did not welcome the 
American efforts and Al Baath. 
newspapef of the ruling parry, 
said: “The United States should 
not be allowed under any cir- 
cumstances to deal unilaterally 
with the affairs of the region." 

Newspapers in other Arab cou- 
ntries such as Saudi Arabia, which 
generally supports an American 
role in Middle East peace efforts, 
expressed pessimism on the out- 
come of Mr. McFarlane’s mission. 

The Saudi Al Youm newspaper 
said: “All signs sljow the new 
American efforts cany no, suc- 
cessful solutions to the Israeli mil- 
itary presence in Lebanon." 

It said the latest American sta- 
tements on the redeployment of 
Israeli forces in Lebanon "will not 
possibly help in finding a solution 
to the Lebanese crisis." 

The failure of the American 
envoy would disappoint the par- 
ties concerned, it added. 


In Qatar. Al Raya said Mr. 
McFarlane' s chances of success 
“are poor and most probably he 
will return empty handed like his 
predecessors." 

It said: "Unless the United Sta- 
les changes its position and Arab 
countries exert more effective 
pressure on Washington, the train 
of American envoys will keep cir- 
cling without reaching its des- 
tination." 

In Amman. Al Dustour new- 
spaper called Mr. McFarlane’s 
mission "the new-old mission" 
and said it would not "achieve 
tangible results unless the Reagan 
administration changes its pol- 
icies” in the Middle East. 

Another Jordanian newspaper. 
Al Ra’i. said previous American 
efforts had led to an ‘‘int- 
ensification of the struggle" in 
Lebanon and called- for "new 
American policies if solutions are 
required." 

Newspapers in the United Arab 
Emirates also predicted the failure 
of Mr. McFarlane’s mission. 

"The arrival of the new Ame- 
rican envoy to the region will not 
change the situation but it may 
possibly lead to a new Israeli agg- 
ression." Al luihad said.

The Palestine Central Council 
which is due to hold an emergency 
meeting in the Tunisian capital 
Wednesday, is expected to rei- 
terate support for the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (.PLO) 
leadership under the cha- 
irmanship of Yasser Arafat, acc- 
ording to Palestinian sources here. 

No definite decisions are exp- 
ected to be taken at the meeting of 
the council but its reiteration of 
support foe Mr. Arafat will pave 
the way for the PLO leadership to 
carry out decisive steps to resolve 
a crisis within Fateh, the biggest 
commando movement under the 
PLO. 

The Fateh revolt, staged by dis- 


sidents in the movement who are 
demanding that the PLO step up 
hs armed struggle against Israel 
and that a collective leadership be 
formed for Fateh, has developed 
into armed clashes in Lebanon's 
Bekaa Valley, where PLO forces 
are deployed along with Syrian 
forces facing the Israeli army occ- 
upying Lebanon. 

Palestinian sources in Tunis told 
the Jordan Times that although 
the exact nature of the “decisive” 
steps to resolve the crisis is not yet 
made clear, resorting to military 
means to suppress the rebellion is 
ruled out. 

^ The sources said that a decision 
to expel the Fateh rebels from the 
movement may be announced 
after the meeting. However, obs- 
ervers here say that such a move 


will not be announced imm- 
ediately after the meeting since 
the PLO leadership is playing for 
time. 

Well-informed Palestinian sou* 
rces said the number of "rep- 
enting" rebels who have rejoined 
,the ranks of pro-Arafat forces in 
north Lebanon is increasing.'This. 
they said, is a result of a PLO dec- 
ision to give a chance for rebels 
who want to rejoin the loyalists 
before the leadership adopts any 
solid measures. 

Another source said that Mr. 
Hani Al Hassan. a close adviser to 
.Mr. Arafat and PLO Executive 
Committee member, is expected 
to be named as the PLO rep- 
resentative to Jordan. This move, 
the source said, reflects PLO's 
concern over its contacts with Jor- 
dan.

“The Syrians have brought in 
Ahmad Jibril and other figures to 
destroy the Palest ini an fighters. In 
1976. President Hafez Al Assad 
(of Syria) announced that his tro- 
ops were being sent to Lebanon to 
stop the armed conflict among the 
Palestinians and you all know 
what were the results: the mas- 
sacres of Tal Za’atar refugees. We 
are at the threshold of a new mas- 
sacre — at Bekaa. We would have 
been happy to see Syrian tanks 
fighting on our side at the lime of 
the Beirut siege.” he added. 

Mr. Arafat said that he never 
wanted "to see Arabs fighting one 
another like tribes; we only want 
an Arab- Israeli war." 

At the meeting, a spokesman 
for Lhe Palestinian peoples del- 
egation made a speech stressing 


that the Palestinian people stand 
firmly behind the PLO leadership 
under Yasser Arafat and called on 
Arab states to support their stand. 
"We reject any interference in our 
own affairs and our masses refuse 
to be dictated to by other Arab 
regimes." he said. 

PLO sources told the Jordan 
Times and Al Ra'i last Thursday 
that Mr. Arafat paid successful vis- 
its to Saudi Arabia and Yug- 
oslavia. The visit to Saudi Arabia 
was more successful than ever 
before and Saudi officials asked 
.Mr. Arafat to work out a clear 
plan for dealing with the Pal- 
estinian situation taking into con- 
sideration the confrontation with 
Israel, they said. 

Arafat aides said there is a not- 
iceable change in Saudi Arabia's 
attitude towards the Palestinians 


and this is mainly due to the rea- 
son that Saudi Arabia used in the 
past to act as an observer and now 
it is involved directly because it 
has realised that Syria was bui- 
lding relationship of some kind 
with the United States while kee- 
ping its own relationship with the 
USSR in tact. 

Referring to Mr. Arafat's 
visit to Yugoslavia, the sources 
said it was also successful and 
Yugoslav leaders stressed the leg- 
itimacy of the PLO leadership and 
that they were against any rift wit- 
hin PLO ranks and refuse the org- 
anisation to be dominated by 
other forces. The visit to Yug- 
oslavia resulted in an agreement 
that Cuba and Yugoslavia would 
make intensive mediation efforts 
to heal the rift in Fateh, the biggest 
commando group within the PLO.

The ceasefire agreement had 
been reached in order to prevent 
further casualties among Leb- 
anese civilians, a Fateh loyalist 
leader was quoted as saying. 

• The loyalist, blamed the rebels 
for stoning the fighting, while a 
nebe(officer^aid his men had only 
been defending themselves. 

The Palestinian sources also 
denied that Palestinian com- 
mandos were involved in clashes 
with local Lebanese militiamen in 
Tripoli. Lebanon's second largest 
city, where exchange of heavy 
weapons fire were reported on 
Sunday. 

Several fires started in the city's 
grain market as a result of the fig- 
hting. local residents said. No cas- 
ualties were reported. 

The sources said the fighting 
was among the many Lebanese 
factions based in Tripoli and Pal- 
estinian commandos did not take 
pan in any of the clashes, which 
were reponed tc have died down 
later Sunday. 

The city of half a million has 
been tense since Syrian troops 
suddenly pulled out of most of 


their positions on Thursday, rai- 
sing fears of a new round of fig- 
hting between local pro- and 
anti-Syrian factions. 

The Beirut government plans to 
send a force of gendarmes to fill 
the vacuum left by the depaning 
Syrians but contacts with factional 
leaders have failed to produce any 
agreement on how the gendarmes 
could be deployed. 

Fighting in Baalbek 

Clashes between the Arafat 
loyalists and rebels, reportedly 
backed by Libyan soldier and Syr- 
ian array tanks, spread towards 
the eastern Lebanese town of Baa- 
lbek on Saturday night raising 
fears of a serious escalation of the 
feud. 

Arafat loyalists and supporters 
of Abu Musa fought with artillery, 
machine-guns and automatic rifles 
for 40 minutes before a ceasefire 
was arranged. The loyalists acc- 
used the Syrians and the Libyans 
of aiding the rebels. 

Neither side reported casualties 
but shells landed in areas inh- 
abited by Lebanese civilians, 
which local residents said could 
affect sympathy for the Pal- 
estinians in eastern Lebanon. 


Although under overall Syrian 
control, the town is largely run by 
Palestinian fighters and Shrite 
Muslim militiamen, with several 
hundred armed Iranian rev- 
olutionary guards also present. 

Saturday night’s clash aroused 
fears that the fighting could spread 
to invo.lve the other groups. 

There were also, fears for the 
safety of the town’s 9.UMJ : Paf- 
estmraxr'refugees. -roost of whom 
support Mr. Arafat, if the fighting 
spread into their camp on the edge 
of the town. 

It was the first time the Fateh 
factions had clashed in the area 
since the early days of the mutiny 
in the Palestinian organisation two 
months ago. 

The latest clash indicated that 
the rebels may try to take control 
of the Palestinian areas of Baa- 
lbek.- forcing Arafat loyalists to 
retreat to what would be their last 
stronghold in Lebanon, the Med- 
iterranean port of Tripoli. 

Followers of Abu Musa, who 
•wants the group to drop dip- 
lomacy and fight IsraeL have con- 
centrated their attacks over the 
past week in the Shtoura area, 
about 40 kilometres south-west of 
Baalbek.

Minister HabiboD&h Asg- 
ajouladi and Labour Minister AhmadJavakkoli submitted their 
resignations Sunday, the National New^Agency IRNA said. 

It gave no explanation of the resignation and did not say whether 
Prime Minister Mir-Hossein Moussavi haV accepted them. 

It said the ministers were the first to re%n since Mr. Moussavi 
formed the present cabinet in November 19H. 

Foreign diplomats said the two ministers «ere regarded as fav- 
ouring the interests of private business at the expense of government 
involvement in the economy. \ 

Their resignations follow a crisis over rice pricifo and distribution 
and an outspoken attack by Mr. Moussavi on there in the private 
sector who oppose government economic policy. \

I ranian Gnmmnnist-q arrested 

TEHRAN (R) — Islamic Revolutionary Committees in Iran arr- 
ested 50 more members of the banned pro-Soviet Tudeh (Com- 
munist) Party on Friday, the newspaper Jomhouri Eslarai reported 
Sunday. 

The Tudeh Party was banned in May after its leaders, in prison 
since February, confessed on television to spying for Lhe Soviet 
Union. By late May. Iran's revolutionary prosecutor-general said 
more than N.5U0 party members were under arrest and more det- 
entions have since been reported. 

Jomhouri Eslami quoted a statement by the Central Revolutionary 
Committee as saying the latest detainees had been passed on to 
Tehran's Evin Prison, where people considered to be ‘‘counter- 
revolutionaries" are usually held. 

The statement said a large quantity of pamphlets and publications 
had also been seized in the operation on Friday night. 

The revolutionary committees are local groups which perform any 
security functions. 

- The revolutionary prosecutor of the armed forces, meanwhile, 
announced Saturday that the former commander of the Iranian navy. 
Captain Bah ram Afzali. had been a member of the Tudeh and would 
go on trial within a month alongside other military members of the 
party. 

This was the first time a date had been set for a trial of any of the 
Tudeh members.

AMMAN (Petra) — The Queen Alia Jordan Welfare Fund 
(QAJWF) will hold nine training courses for teachers at nursery and 
kindergarten levels starting in the coming month. 

A QAJWF statement said that the training courses will be held in 
Amman. Ma'an. Karak and Yarraouk University in Irbid and that a 
total of 130 teachers are expected to attend. 

The aim of the courses are to train teachers on the proper methods 
of looking after children and on discussing basic question of edu- 
cational philosphy. the statement said. 

The participants, it said, will receive theoretical and practical 
training on preparing weekly, monthly and annual lesson pro- 
grammes and also on educational games to offer children during their 
stay at the nurseries and kindergartens that are operated by cha- 
ritable societies. 

The participants will hear lectures on social development, family 
problems and other related topics, and they will learn skills that will 
help build up the children's personality, the statement said. 

According to the statement, these comses wiD open on Aug. 6 in 
Amman, on Aug. 13 in Ma’ an. on Aug. 20 at Yarraouk University 
and on Aug. 27 in Karak. 

The QAJWF also intends to hold a training course in Amman on 
Aug. 1 3 for employees in centres for taking care of mentally retarded 
people. The 280 participants in the course will be lectured on special 
education for the handicapped and on ways of helping them. 


Meeting to discuss new 
pan-Arab tourism body 


AMMAN (Petra) — The executive council of the 
Arab Tourism Union (ATU) meets in Amman Mon- 
day to discuss the establishment of the Arab Tourism 
Organisation (ATO) and other important issues, 
according to. Dr. Abdul Rahman Abu Rabah, ATU 
secretary-general. 


He said that the council, which 
groups delegates from eight Arab 
countries, will also discuss the 
coordination of member org- 
anisations' policy at the int- 
ernational tourism conference to 
be held in India. 

The projected ATOwill replace 
the ATU and aims to develop tou- 
rism iD the Arab World, and to 
bolster cooperation between these 
Arab states~and world tourist org- 


anisations. Dr. Abu Rabah said. 

He added that the ATO will 
also take charge of organising 
Arab tourism policy, conduct res- 
earch studies, actasa central sta- 
tistical bank supplying inf- 
ormation on tourism in the region 
and encourage tourism among 
Arab states with the aim of imp- 
roving the areas economic, social 
and cultural standards. 

The ATO programme also cov- 


ers the drawing up of plans aimed 
at raising the efficiency of officials 
employed in tourisi offices and 
hotels, and eliminating obstacles 
that hamper free travel among 
Arab states. Dr. Abu Rabah said. 

The new Arab organisation will 
comprise Arab member states and 
will admit affiliated members 
from regional and international 
tourisi organisations. 

The Council of Arab Economic 
Unity decided to establish the 
ATO in 19WJ and Jordan, along 
with 13 other Arab states, have 
already pledged support for it. 

The executive council com- 
prises representatives from Iraq. 
Qatar. Lebanon. Algeria. North 
Yemen. South Yemen. Sudan and 
Syria.

AMMAN — Performing artists, 
craftsmen and spectators from all 
over the world will converge on 
the ancient Roman dry of Jerash 
for nine days this month — bri- 
nging back to life not only the 
2.000-year-old stones of Jerash. 
but the equally old, though rec- 
ently dormant, role that the land 
of Jordan had frequently played in 
antiquity as a regional centre of 
cultural and artistic development. 

The 1983 Jerash Festival of 
Culture and Arts opens on August 
12, and lasts until August 20. An 
impressive array of local, Arab 
and international performances 
and activities has been lined up. 
with something to cater to every 
conceivable age and taste. 

Non-elitist festival 

The concept of the Jerash Fes- 
tival is radically different from 
that of other Middle Eastern fes- 
tivals that are also staged among 
the ruins of ancient civilisations, 
such as the Baalbak. Carthage or 
J3usra festivals. The' Jerash 
ttivai ift‘; ribp-?pt£i$fiffd and t$n j„ 
^elitist', offering.* very wide ra^g£ ' 
of events that to suit the interests 


of many different visitors , inc- 
luding music, modem dance, fol- 
kloric dances, poetry and lit- 
erature discussions, book exh- 
ibitions. Chinese acrobats, plays 
and puppet shows for children. 
Arabic theatre, local handicrafts 
and folklore, music and rock con- 
ceits, painting and fine arts exh- 
ibits, fashion shows of traditional 
dress, and film and media pre- 
sentations. 

Another unique element of the 
Jerash Festival is the use of the 
entire Roman City of Jerash, 
which allows ten different events 
do take place simultaneously in 
different parts of the city. 

"We planned the festival in a 
manner that allowed us to make 
use of the entire city of Jerash. and 
not just one temple or one the- 
atre," Dr. Mazen Armouti. fes- 
tival director, told the Jordan 
Times here this week. 

Family outings 

By offering such a large number 
of different activities in separate 
parts of the city, the festival org- 
anisers have sought to promote 
family outings to the festival. 
While the children may be att- 
ending one performance, the par- 
ents or older children of a family 
could go off to see something else 


in a different part of the city. 

In this way. the festival exposes 
many different kinds of arts and 
crafts to the greaiest'number of 
people. 

The festival wflj be open daily 
from 4:00 p.m. to 12:00 midnight, 
except for the opening day of Aug. 
12. when only invited guests will 
be admitted. From Aug. 13 thr- 
ough Aug. 20. anybody can buy a 
JD 1 ticket which allows him or 
her to spend the entire afternoon 
and evening wandering through 
the city and taking in the many 
events. Almost all the events can 
be enjoyed for free once the vis- 
itor has paid JD 1 for the daily 
entry ticket. Only those per- 
formances staged in the South 
Theatre or on the Artemis steps 
require additional tickets to be 
purchased. These can be pur- 
chased before the Centre, ( at the 
Royal Cultural Centre, the Hay a 
Arts Centre and other outlets in 
Amman) or at the festival itself. 
Babies and small children carried 
in their parents' arms are admitted 
free.

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Iran’s grave threat 


THE whole world has been feeling disgusted by the bloodletting 
in the Gulf, but it seems Iran has still not had its fill after 34 
months of war. All appeals for peace have fallen on deaf ears in 
Tehran, all initiatives have foundered in face of the Iranian 
rulers' intransigence. Last week Iran sharply escalated the war 
with Iraq by mounting a fresh large-scale offensive, at the same 
time as its leaders launched a shrill propaganda drive, this time 
issuing open threats to destroy the security of the entire Gulf 
region and disrupt the oil supplies. 

Ir anian officials are trying to outdo each other in stridency 
over the matter. Several days ago. Foreign Minister Ali-Akbar 
Velayati declared Iran would block all oil exports through the 
Gulf. The next day he was joined by Iran's ambassador to the 
United Nations, Said Rajai-Khorassani. and by Ali-Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani. the speaker of the Majlis. The latter's 
statements were particularly fulsome and arrogant. Speaking 
at a meeting of Iran's Supreme Defence Council he made any 
number of threatening noises such as “Iran can bar all ships 
from entering or leaving the Gulf. Iran can disturb the security 
(of the Gulf), any moment it wishes. Iran will make the Gulf 
unsafe, which is very easy for it to do. Iran's power in the Gulf 
was superb. And we are now preserving Gulf security, without 
our efforts it will not be safe.*’ But the Iranian leaders’ most 
significant threats are to choke off the Gulf at the Strait of 
Hormuz and cut off the oil supply. 

The present Iranian regime has always adopted a devil- 
may-care attitude where its own narrow interests are con- 
cerned. Regional security and world peace have never been its 
worries. No wonder that it has repeatedly refused to negotiate a 
ceasefire. 

Iran's threat to stop the oil Dow is a serious new development 
at fl time of incipient world economic recovery.’ As Rafsanjani 
himself noted with some relish, if oil did not leave the Gulf for 
several months, petroleum prices would- suddenly treble. The 
result of such a development is too awesome to contemplate. 
Not only will global economy be irreparably harmed, but this 
could also lead to the collapse, perhaps for all times to come, of 
the world as we know it today. Iran must stop behaving like a 
subsuperpower and realise its weaknesses and limitations and 
the dangers to its own security. For once it should shed its 
arrogance and heed the counsels of the Islamic and nonaligned 
countries and of the world community and halt the war, before 
it is too late.

Until Was- 
hington is able to ready its policies and comes around to view the 
region's issues on unbiased manner, ail irs efforts will be in vain. 

Al Dustour: Israel given more time 

I HF FOR THt'O MING loumf L\S. envoy Robert vlcFarlane in the 
region gives rise to several questions but is unlikely to offer any 
answers. vlcFarlane' s mission seems to be continuation ot the one 
initiated by his predecessor Philip Habib vv hc< failed to achieve any 
real progress towards a withdrawal of Israeli torces from Lebanon 
mainly due to subjectivity in Washingtons attitude towards Israel. Is 
a change of faces really destined to bring about tangible policy 
progress'.’ MeFurlune’s visit to the region is n<» expected to herald 
any surprises at all especially as the American-backed Israeli red- 
eployment plan is now ready for implementation. 

I he Lebanese and the Arabs as A whole arc wandering what this 
new envoy win carry, but they also remeber previous abortive Ame- 
rican policies which came amid new promises. VlcFarlane" s presence 
in the region is nothing but an attempt to offer th« Israelis further 
lime to consolidate ihcir hold on Arab land. The A*abs should not 
expect any magic deeds from the U.S. envoy, but ilev should the- 
mselves work towards liberating Lebanon from Israeli occupation.

A question for Mr. McFc^rlane

What happens when one rel- 
ies on the United States gov- 
ernment to play the role of the 
impartial mediator and the 
honest broker in the Arab- 
Israeli conflict? In most cases, 
one suffers enormous dis- 
appointment. and wonders 
what it was that ever suggested 
the idea that the United States 
government could in any way 
attempt to be truely impartial. 
There are hundreds of exa- 
mples that could be offered to 
support this view, but none 
perhaps is as relevant and as 
telling as the current con- 
troversy in Washington over 
the publication by an Arab- 
American group of an unc- 
ensored draft report on United 
States assistance to Israel com- 
piled by the United States 
General Accounting Office. 
The tale is as follows: 

The U.S. General Acc- 
ounting Office (GAOi. the 
usually independent research 
arm of the United States gov- 
ernment. recently compiled a 


very thorough report on Uni- 
ted States assistance to Israel, 
including American-Israeli 
relations in the field of arms 
transfers, military aid. eco- 
nomic aid. military trade and 
development and U.S. policy 
considerations governing mil- 
itary aid to Israel. A censored 
version of the report was rel- 
eased by the GAO on June 24. 
19X3. almost three months 
after it was completed and cir- 
culated throughout Lhe Ame- 
rican government. A few 
weeks later, the American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee (ADC I obtained 
the complete, uncensored ver- 
sion of the original report and 
published it on July x. 19X3. It 
included some highly awkward 
information about the precise 
nature of American-Israeli 
ties, particularly in the field of 
military assistance. 

The GAO issued a statement 
on J uly 1 1 . 1 v) S3 that sought to 
discredit Lhe ADCs pub- 
lication of the report, and the 


ADC responded on July 12 
whh a statement that said: "It 
seems to us that the Justice 
Department should be inv- 
estigating how so much pre- 
ssure was exerted to keep per- 
tinent facts in the draft report 
secret away from the Ame- 
rican public. The results of such 
an investigation might tell us 
why Israeli sensitivities are 
moTe important than U.S. int- 
erests." 

Four days ago. the United 
States Justice Department 
announced it would launch an 
investigation into whether 
American federal espionage 
laws were violated by the 
ADCs publication of the unc- 
ensored original GAO report, 
indicating that the full report 
contained some classified mat- 
erial. In iLS July X saiatement. 
the ADC said, among other 
things, that “it is subterfuge of 
the highest order to say that 
this report should be classified, 
then suppressed for nearly 
seven months, just because of 


its damning political ind- 
ictment of both the United Sta- 
les and Israel. We urge eve- 
ryone to read the entire report. 
but particularly the sections 
deleted, because they tell the 
story of how the United States 
has abdicated its res- 
ponsibilities to American tax- 
payers and allowed Israel to 
order whatever mix of eco- 
nomic and militaiy assistance 
programmes it chooses at the 
expense of America's une- 
mployed. poor and elderly." 

The controversy over the 
publication of the full report by 
the ADC will continue, and 
one hopes that the report’s fin- 
dings will receive as much att- 
ention and discussion as the 
mere fact of their being made 
public. 

The point that I think des- 
erves further discussion is sli- 
ghtly broader. It is the fol- 
lowing: How should one deal 
with an American government 
that acts swiftly when it thinks 
an Arab- American group may 


have breached United Staffs 
laws, but hardly acts at all whe\ 
the government of Israel iep-\ 
eatedly breaks United States \ 
laws and contravenes the letter \ 
and spirit of international con- 
ventions. and treaty obl- 
igations and bilateral agr- 
eements on arms transfers con- 
cluded with the United States 
government? 

The ADC itself issued a rep- 

on earlier this year in which it 
documented Israeli violations 
of human rights in occupied 
Lebanon, the Golan Heights 
and the West Bank and Gaza. 
Thai report listed how Israeli 
military actions in these occ- 
upied Arab territories have 
violated aL least six American 
laws and treaties governing the 
use of American arms sold to 
Israel, including the Mutual 
Defence Assistance Agr- 
eement of 1952. the Arms 
Export Control Act of 1 9 o l . ■ 
the cluster bomb agreements of 
1 97t>. the Treaty of Friendship. 
Commerce and Navigation of 


1951. the Foreign Assistance 
Act of 1961 and the int- 
ernational Security Assistance 
and Arms Control Act of 197/j, 
In none of these instances has 
v the United Slates government 
'imposed the full sanctions on 
Israel that are called for in 
these treaties and laws, in the 
wsfte of Israel" s clear violations 
■if the terms of these treaties 
and laws. 

So. vhat does one conclude, 
yet agaVi? That the United Sta- 
tes government applies one 
moral and legal standard to 
Israel, anda different standard 
for Arabs and Arab- 
Americans? Is this the policy of 
an honest mediator, or of an 
agonisingly partial power ihai 
masquerades under the false 
and hypocritical guise of imp- 
artiality? Perhaps Robert 
vlcFarlane could clarify this 
delicate moral point when he 
visits next week? It's a good 
place for him to start his job as 
America's special envoy to the 
Middle East.

TU1LALL Nicaragua — Soldiers 
are again digging trenches outside 
this steeply little town, preparing 
for more fighting and more death 
in the lush green mountains of 
northern Nicaragua. 

"For us. it is not a question of 
whether there will be another att- 
ack." said a young soldier cradling 
a Kalashnikov rifle. "For us. the 
only question is when". 

A few kilometres north of here, 
towards the tense frontier with 
Honduras, a freshly-dug trench 
forms a dark gash on the luxuriant 
flank of a cone-shaped mountain. 

Alert troops keep watch on 
mountain tops, and along the main 
streeL of Ouilali. sandbag pos- 
itions protect the entrances .of 
major buildings. 

Trench-digging and warnings of 
war have become almost routine 
in Nicaragua since U.S.-backed 
insurgents operating from Hon- 
duras blew up two important bri- 
dges in the northern frontier reg- 
ion in March last year. 

Genuine apprehensions 

For the first time. Nicaragua's 
left-wing government appears to 
be genuinely worried by the pro- 
spect of insurgents and regular 
Honduran troops joining forces in 
a large-scale combined assault 
backed by the United States. 

Four months ago. when the 
Nicaraguan army was fighting an 
estimated 2.CKHI insurgents who 
infiltrated from Honduras, there 
was considerable less concern 
over the prospect of open war than 
there is now. despite frequent bat- 
tles at the time. 

Fears of war are reflected by the . 
trenches criss-crossing the nor- 
thern countryside, by. troop rei- 
nforcements sent to the border, by 
huge posters urging revolutionary 
vigilance, and by. two major gov- 
ernment concessions to the U.S. 
and its friends in Central America. 

Positive attitude . 

On July 19. the fourth ann- 
iversary of the civil war victory 
over dictator Anastasio Somoza. 
junta chief Daniel Ortega said the 
ruling Sandinist National Lib- 
eration Front (FSLN) agreed to 
multilateral talks to bring peace to 
Central America, an idea long 
pushed by Washington. 

The U.S. responded by ann- 
ouncing joint military manoeuvres 
with Honduran troops -- the lar- 
gest ever to be held in Central 
| America -- and President Reagan 
i said it would be “extremly dif- 
j ficuh” to reach a set dement with 
the Sandinists. 

Five days later. Interior Min- 
isterTomas Borge announced that 
the Sandinists were prepared to 
discuss allegations that they wen: 
supplying arms to left-wing gue- 
rrillas fighting the U.S, -backed 
government in El Salvador. 

U.S. military and economic prc- 
I ssure on Nicaragua hinges on the 
j contention that the Sandinists 
1 have been the chief armourers of 
the Salvadorean revolutionaries. 
Nicaragua says Washington has 
never provided convincing evi- 
dence. 

Gunboat diplomacy 

Nicaragua's concessions had lit- 
tle apparent impact on Was- 
hington thinking. The U.S. dis- 
patched 14 warships towards the 
! coasts of Central America in what 
Latin American diplomats in 
| Managua termed a display of gun- 
I'boat diplomacy. 

"The Sandinists think the Uni- 
; ted States wants In get rid of them 


no matter what.” said one envoy 
in Managua. “And seen from 
here, that assessment looks very 
reasonable". 

In the Sandinist analysis, it was 
the failure of the biggest insurgent 
operation to date, last February's 
infiltration, which strengthened 
U.S. resolve to step up military 
pressure. 

Leaders of the insurgent forces 
triumphantly proclaimed last 
March that “within days” the 
Sandinists would be swept away 
by a general insurrection. 

But Nicaraguans showed no inc- 
lination to join a revolt by forces 
led by former members of Som- 
oza' s National Guard, whose bru- 
tal methods helped galvanise the 
broad opposition which eve- 
ntually toppled the diaator. 

False hopes 

; Some seasoned diplomats here 
argue that the insurgents, the 
Honduran army which provides 
support for them, and the United 
States have based their policy on a 
faulty 'assessment of Sandinist' 
strength at home. 

In that perception, fouryeais of 
left-wing revolution have made 
the majority of Nicaragua's 2.7 
million people so unhappy with 
"Marxist dictatorship” that they 
would love nothing belter than to 
overthrow the Sandinists. 

Their reforms have alienated 
much of the middle class, whose 
economic privileges have been 
eroded, but the Sandinists appear 
to enjoy the backing of the young 
and the poor who make up the 
majority of the population. 

"Most Nicaraguans were din 
poor under Somoza.” said a Wes- 
tern diplomat. “They are still 
poor, on the whole, but better off 
than before. They are certainly 
not anti-Sandinist". 

Exemplary reforms 

United Nations reports have 
described as “exemplary" San- 
dinist health and education ref- 
orms which reduced the rate of 
illiteracy from more than 5t> per 
cent of the population to 12 per 
cent and brought medical care 
even to remote regions like the 
Ouilali area. 

Diplomats say the vast majority 
of young Nicaraguans, and almost 
iwo-third of the population is 
under 21 . favour the FSLN. most 
of whose leaders are in their twe- 
nties and thirties. 

“All they have to do to win a 
genuine democratic election." one 
Western ambassador said. ”is to 
reduce the voting age to 16”. 

The Sandinists feel that their 
22.1 h m-strong army, reinforced 
by at least 45.flOn militiamen and 
reservists, could cope with the 
Honduran army and its insurgent 
allies- 

The government suspects that 
the U.S. would come to the aid of 
its friends once war broke out. 
Officials point to a recent sta- 
tement by Honduran armed forces 
chief Gustavo Alvarez who said: 
■■ Reagan has promised to support 
us to the end”. 

“The enemy is wailing for a pre- 
text to strike." said a Sandinist off- 
icer near Jalapa. just a few kil- 
ometres south of the border. “Wc 
are careful not to give that pre- 
text". 

Army sources say orders have 
been issued to all artillery units 
not to return Fire across the border 
and infantrymen have been ins- 
tructed not in pursue insurgents 
into Honduran territory. 

Still, both civilians and military 
in the north are resigned to more 
fighting and huge banners dotted 
around the countryside carry exh- 
ortations on what to do once it 
starts.

HAVANA —Cuba, while bac- 
king negotiations for peace in 
Central America, is strengthening 
its already formidable defence 
forces to meet "whatever type of 
aggression" the United States 
might present.

Now I am 
trying to repay some of that debt." 
StaQone says ... "This is the tip of- 
the iceberg." 

Pryor. 27. has a professional 
. record of 33 wins, 3 1 by knockout, 
and no defeats. StaQone has yet to 
land a blow in anger in the ring, 
but he is arguably the better 
known “boxer''.

‘U.S. needs space station’ 


WASHINGTON - The crew of 
the U.'S. space shutle Challenger 
said the prospect of a permanent 
maimed presence in space by the 
Utt&ed Slates was made more lik- 
ely by the achievements of the 
seventh shuttle mission last 
month. 

The Challenger, flown by coni- 
majnder Robert Crip pen. pilot 
Rick Hauck. and mission spe- 
cialists John Fabian. Normon 
Thagard and Sally Ride, ended its 
six-day shuttle mission when it 
landed June 24 at Edwards Air 
Force Base in California. 

The five astronauts, speaking ■ 
before the Senate committee on 
commerce, science and tra- 
nsportation July 20. said the sev- 
enth shuttle mission was the most 
successful ever and enhanced^, 
plans : for "longer, human Sights, 
commercial activity in space, and 
• scientific in vesugatioii of the earth 
and the solar system. 

Commander Crippen told the' 
Senate committee that it was ess- 
ential that the United States und- 
ertake efforts to create a per- 
manent presence in space in the 


form of a space-station “at the ear- 
liest possible moment." 

The building of a space station 
by the United States "will happen 
— it is only a matter of time." he 
said. " 1 think I will certainly see it 
in my lifetime. We need that sta-' 
tion not only for a continuous pre- 
sence in space, but for man to ret- 
urn to the moon." 

Crippen said that in the future 
the United States will go back to 
the moon not for a short period of 
lime as during the Apollo pro- 
gramme. but to build a permanent 
base on the lunar surface. 

"We have the capability now to 
continuously work there, and 
understand better what is hap- 
pening on the moon.” he said. 
"We will also go to Mars... but we 
need a space station to get there, 
beyond that we -wiU go to the n 
stars." - 

Mission specialist Sally Ride, 
the first American woman ast- 
ronaut to fly id space, said a con- 
tinued presence in space is very 
important for many experiments 
that cannot be performed during a 
one-week shuttle flight, and for 


continuing observations of geo- 
logical and oceanographic fea- 
tures. 

"But it represents a different 
direction than the space shuttle.” 
she said. “It’s the direction that 
the Soviets have elected to pursue. - 
They don't have a reusable vehicle 
with the technological capabilities 
of the space shuttle. They’ve ele- 
cted to use space stations they 
developed many years ago and 
keep in space continuously to link 
up with their astronauts." 

Ride said that the space shuttle 
represents "an amazing tec- 
hnological advancement.” but the 
next important step would be to 
develop a space station. 

Also in a separate statement, 
the administrator of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adm- 
inistration! NASA), James Beggs. 
•told the National Press Club ■July 
22 that the United States will fly 
an .experiment on a Soviet sat- 
ellite in the near future and that 
Soviets plan to fly an experiment 
on a U .S. satellite in a year or two. 

Beggs added that although U.S. 
and Soviet astronauts worked tog- 


said. recalling how he tried to sell 
his script. “Blit it was like pre- 
paring for a fight.

“Boxers always seem to be qua- 
rrelling about their contracts, hav- 
ing managerial problems.

Last week I heard about a robbery that took place at noon near 
the First Circle where the police is on the premises and about 
another robbery also in Jabal Amman in a well-guarded street 
where there are two embasaes.

They break your windows to take what? A friend was telling me 
that her car was badly damaged by robbers who took her beach bag 
which contained her bikini and a small radio.

Personally and in the coarse of one month I had to change three 
times the emblem of my car. This last case is becoming more and 
more common and this is confirmed by the number of cars that are 
circulating in Amman completely stripped from their emblems. 

One last thing is the people who watch you when yon are sho- 
pping and parking your car. Most of us leave our shopping bags in 
our cars that we leave open because we just want to dasb in the 
nearby pharmacy and this is the time that the robbers chose to 
ransack our cars from all their contents.

Strange procedures 
and impossible tasks

To select a name for his new 
store, a Jordanian merchant is 
being subjected these days to a 
strange procedure. required by 
the Ministry of Industiy and 
Trade which issues licences for 
new stores. 

A merchant who submits an 
application for licence has to 
take the oath before a court 
judge testifying to the effect 
that the name he is choosing for 
his store has not been given to 
any other throughout the cou- 
ntry. 

We can understand that an 
applicant may be able. to find' 
'out. through various-means at 
his disposaL if the name>he is 
choosing for his store is the 
only one in town — the capital 
for instance. But it is almost 
impossible for that merchant to 


ensure that that particular 
name does not exist anywhere 
else in other pans of the cou- 
ntry. This indeed is asking for 
the impossible! 

We fail to see the reason beh- 
ind this strange and impractical 
procedure by the ministry 
which if anything should itself 
undertake this task. 

The lists of stores, their own- 
ers and names are normally 
kept on record in the ministry's 
files or trade registers, and any 
application for new stores can 
easily be checked out and ver- 
ified against the lists. We hope 
-the- Ministry of -Industry and 
Trade will abandon this pro- 
cedure so as to save the mer- 
chant the trouble of taking the 
oaLh and carrying out an almost 
impossible task.

SAO PAULO (R) - The Soviet 
Union came back from a nine- 
point deficit at the half to score a 
hard-fought victory over the Uni- 
ted States Saturday night in a fin- 
als round match of the ninth 
World Women’s Basketball Cha- 
mpionships. 

The Soviet team, led by 2.10 
metre {6 toot |n 2‘3 inch) tall Uli- 
ana Semenova, defeated the def- 
ending champions -S5-H4 (half- 
time 4(i-4V) in a confrontation 
that could prove a trial run of the 
eventual final on Aug. 6. 

Determined defence by the 
American team succeeded in smo- 
thering the Russian attack in the 
opening 2o minuies. 

The U.S. strategy of seeking to 
neutralise the threat from Sem- 
enova. the tallesi player in the tou- 
rnament. paid off initially. But the 
tight guarding led to many fouls. 

With several minutes rem- 
aining. the two tallest Americans. 
Anne Donovan and Cindy Noble, 
who had been given the job of con- 
taining Semenova, had to be rep- 
laced when they committed the 


maximum number of fouls per- 
mitted. 

In their absence, the Russians 
piled up the points, with team cap- 
tain Semenova scoring 22 in the 
second half. 

Earlier. Brazil lost their unb- 
eaten record in the eight-nation 
finals when they went down 72-7 1 
to China, the Asian Champions. 

Urged on by a roaring crowd, 
the host nation rallied strongly 
after trailing by 12 points with 
only minutes remaining but the 
clock ran out on them. 

In the other of Saturday night's 
matches, between two teams 
whose earlier defeats virtually 
ruled them out of contention. Bul- 
garia beat a weary Polish side 
71-57 (41-33). 

The United States, who won the 
title in South Korea four years ago 
when the Soviet team stayed away 
in a dispute over the venue, rem- 
ained tied for first place with Bra- 
zil. Each has two victories and one 
defeat. 

The Soviet Union is in third 
place with two victories but has 
one game in hand.

LONDON (R) — Controversial 
all-mumler lan Botham took a 
major share of the blame Sunday 
in the British press for England's 
poor perlormance in the second 
cricket test against New Zealand.

als. 

"Bye-bye Botham" was (he 
headline on the back page of the 
People and in an inside story for- 
mer England fast bowler Fred 
Trueman called on the selectors to 
drop Botham, who was out for 
four Saturday after failing to take 
a wicket. 

“For the first time an English 
crowd saw something of what 
happened to England in Australia 
and New Zealand last winter." 
Trueman wrote. 

The Sunday vlirror headlined 
its main story "the fall guy.” and 
added "Botham deserves the 
boot." 

“Swashbuckling Ian Botham 
may soon pay the price for being 
the boldest swinger in town. When 
he’s good, he’s very very good. 
But when he’s bad. he's a dis- 


aster.’* the paper’s cricket writer 
said. 

The News of the World’s hea- 
dline was " Botham madness" and 
Haul Weaver wrote: “lan Botham 
in a moment of macho madness 
put the immediate futures of Eng- 
land and himself in grave peril in 
Leeds yesterday" 

The paper's columnist, former 
Australian captain Richie Ben- 
aud. preferred to concentrate on 
the New Zealanders’ per- 
formance. 

"Geoff Howanh you were 
magnificent... and so were the rest 
of the New Zealand team as they 
stormed iowards a sensational test 
match victory." Nenaud wrote. 

Tony Lewis, yet auoiher of the 
ex-international cricketers who 
contribute to the English national 
papers, joined in the praise. 


Lewis, writing in the Sunday 
Telegraph, said the New Zealand 
bowlers had got more out of the 
pitch, the batsman had played 
more soundly and the field pla- 
cings were better thought out. 

in the Observer Scyld Berry 
said the crowd left Headingly 
Saturday realising that “Kiwis, 
like pigs, might fly.*’ 

vleanwhile England captain 
Bob Willis said neither his bowlers 
or his batsmen had done their job 
and asked about Botham com- 
mented wryly “lan is finding dif- 
ferent ways of getting out."

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Oteiba welcomes 
price rises 

DUBAI (R) — OPEC Chairman Mans Said A1 Oieiba welcomed 
rises in heavy crude oil prices announced by some producers and said 
Sunday .The moves indicated the market was improving, the official 
Emirate News Agency WAvl reported. 

Dr. Oteiba. the. United Arab Emiratee (UAE) petroleum and 
mineral resources minister, said oh return from an OPEC (Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries) meeting in Helsinki 
that the rises were a result of moves made in vlaich. 

Iran’s Deputy Oil vlinister Abbas Honardnust. quoted by the 
Iranian news agency 1RN A. said Saturday his country was raising the 
price of its heavy crude by- 20 cents to S27.lo a barrel, effective from 
Aug. 20. 

This followed rises of between 77 cents and S[.5u a barrel in the 
price of Venezuelan heavy and extra heavy crude, which are not 
coVerctf by OPEC agreements. 

QPEC ministers meeting in London in vlarch set an overall crude 
oil output ceiling of 1 7_5 million barrels per day and cut the OPEC 
benchmark price to S2*» a barrel from 534 to help combat a world 
glui~- 

Dr. Oieiba said he hoped oil producing countries would take 
measures to ensure that their prices matched official OPEC prices tn 
help achieve a market balance. 

He reaffirmed that OPEC would not allow an increase of oil 
supplies in an effort to help maintain a balanced market and keep the 
->2^ benchmark price until l l J.S5. 

Textile pact allows 
moderate rise in 
China’s sales to U.S. 

GENEVA (Rj — China and the United States initialled a trade 
agreement late Saturday night which will permit a moderate growth 
and further diversification in China’s textile exports to the U.S.. 
senior trade sources said Sunday. 

TJie initialling came after a last session of talks to hammer out final 
details of the pact, agreed in principle in the early hours of Friday 
malting after a marathon negotiating session. 

The agreement brings to an end a tong-simmering dispute which 
has stored Sino- American trade relations for a year. 

Jtreplaces one which expired last December. 

. When earlier talks in Peking and Washington failed the U.S. 
unilaterally imposed restrictions on textile imports from China and 
t'hma.in turn said it would stop buying U.S. synthetic fibres, cotton 
and soybeans.

Dtc sources declined to give details of how much growth would be 
allowed in Chinese textile imports but pointed out chat in 1^*2 there 
was a 25 pur cent increase in such imports into ihe U.S. and “there 
will be no cutbacks." 

China is the fourth largest textile supplier to the U.S. after Hong

U.S. plans for new trade department 


WASHINGTON (R) - White 
House plans for a new super- 
ministry to forge a strong U.S. 
trade policy are drawing charges 
of protectionism and enc- 
ountering powerful opposition in 
Congress, trade and congressional 
sources say. 

Opposition to the plan, con- 
tained in a bill now before the 
Senate, comes from agricultural 
trade associations, businessmen 
and within the Reagan adm- 
inistration itself. 

Some senators are also strongly 
opposed to the bill, and a row has 
flared in the House of Rep- 
resentatives between two com- 
mittees which would have jur- 
isdiction over the new dep- 
artment. the sources said. 

The plan calls for the office of 
the U.S. trade representative, with 
its elite band of trade negotiators, 
to be absorbed by the large and 
cumbersome Commerce” Dep- 
artment. which has become linked 
to domestic interests, the sources 
say. 

Administration officials reject 
the idea that the new department 
of international trade and industry 
would resemble its Japanese cou- 
nterpart. noted for its fierce pro- 
tection of domestic industry. 

Commerce Department off- 
icials say the reorganisation would 
make trade strategy more coh- 
erent by bringing together the 
arms of the administration that 
make and carry out trade policy. 

At present, commerce carries 
out policies negotiated with tra- 


ding partners by the U.S. trade off- 
ice. 

A former senior department 
official. Vlr. Robert Herzsiein. 
disagrees that a new department 
would boost trade curbs. 

'‘Protectionist is a very lousy 
rap to hang on commerce. Rec- 
ently it has been very free-trade 
oriented." he said. 

In the Senate. Republican John 
Danforth. who holds influential 
positions on committees dealing 
with the issue, has come out aga- 
inst the plan. 

“ Danforth - s opposition is pot- 
ent.*' one Senate aide said. 

A senior aide tn the powerful 
House Ways and vleans com- 
mittee said even though there 
could be support for the project 
from the energy and commerce 
committee: “It won't stand much 
chance of success here." 

The debale has been given a 
new twist by the huge U.S. trade 
deficit, which may hit S7U billion 
in I VS3. and calls from Democrats 
for an industrial policy to aid ailing 
industries and promote the eme- 
rgence of new ones. 

Administration sources say sev- 
eral government departments 
oppose the plan but that the usual 
cabinet debate was silenced after 
Commerce Secretary vlalcolm 
Baldrige secured President Rea- 
gan's support soon after he took 
office in luxn. 

But some U.S. officials feel that 
mounting opposition will turn the 
project into a political liability and 
the bill wili never succeed. 


“The handwriting is on the 
wall.” one said. 

White House sources said the 
president would probably lobby 
Congress on the issue when he felt 
the time was right. 

While its chances of success 
seem remote this year, the plan 
may gain support in |MX4 if pro- 
tectionist pressures mount. 

Hie project has put vlr. William 
Brock, the U.S. trade rep- 
resentative and vlr. Baldrige in 
the limelight. 

They have avoided public cla- 
shes. but one trade spokesman 
described the plan as "a power 
grab by Baldrige." 

Trade and administration sou- 
rces say vlr. Baldridge has openly 
promised help for domestic ind- 
ustries in exchange for their sup- 
port. 

The Commerce Department 
has also attempted to expand its 
territory. 


" rheir people became very agg- 
ressive about what they viewed as 
their territory one source said, 
referring to a clash between the 
two offices over which one should 
hold talks with Japan on industrial 
policy. 

The trade representatives' off- 
ice was established in TH?2 by 
Congress, which has con- 
stitutional authority over foreign 
commerce. It was gi'-cn cabinet 
and White House suuus to protect 
trade policy from special interests 
put forward by other departments. 

Congressional sources say its 
abolition could prompt a siring of 
protectionist bills in Congress as 
lawmakers attempted to recapture 
their authority over trade. 

Other government departments 
including agriculture, state tre- 
asury and defence have also exp- 
ressed strong reservations about 
t,he plan, trade sources say.

41. is now firm favourite to replace veteran leader 
vlichael Foot. 7*l_ who led the party to a disastrous defeat in a general 
election last month. 

The National Union of Public Employees, with btMi.unu members, 
is the fourth biggest union aFfiliaied to the Labour Party. 

The unions provide much of the financial support for the party and 
have an important voice in the choice of the leadership. 


Foreign firms step up oil 
search in South Yemen 


BAHRAIN (R) — The discovery 
of high-quality crude oil in South 
Yemen had lured foreign oil firms 
to the country and given its vlar- 
xist rulers new hopes of wealth. 

Oil exploration in the imp- 
overished. mountainous country 
on the southern tip of the Arabian 
peninsula has been going on for 
decades. 

No significant discovety was 
made until April last year when 
light crude oil flowed at the rate of 
3 .«ini barrels per day- from a test" 1 
well which Agfp SPA of Italy l4d 
drilled 12 miles off the Had-' 
hramaut coast. 

Brazilian. Spanish. Kuwaiti and 
Soviet companies are also sea- 
rching for oil but they have yet to 
make a strike. 

Agip’s success cheered the 
South Yemen government which 
had been eagerly hoping for res- 
ults since 1 1 >79 when it first invited 
foreign firms to search oil. 

“This is good, but of course fur- 
ther studies are needed to know 
the extent of the (Agip) find." 
Industry vlinister Abdul Qader 
B a gamma! said in a recent mag- 
azine interview. 

Gulf analysts said a large oil find 
could end South Yemen's eco- 
nomic deprivation, mainly due to 
a lack of natural resources and 


because its pro- Moscow policies 
have discouraged rich Gulf oil sta- 
les from giving generous aid. 

Oil industry sources in Bahrain 
said Agip was now assessing whe- 
ther it was possible for the oil 
found at the Sharmah structure to 
be produced in commercial qua- 
ntities. 

The sources added that if the 
feasibility study was successful, 
the tempo of oil exploration by 
foreign firms could increase. 

They said the Japan National 
Oil Company and Agip’s parenL 
the Italian State Oil Company 
Ent. were considering teaming up 
in a joint venture with Agip. 

Apparently encouraged by 
Agip's strike, the Independent 
Petroleum Group, a private Kuw- 
aiti firm, signed a contract with 
South Yemen in June to explore 
oil in onshore and offshore areas 
in eastern Shabwa province which 
borders North Yemen and Saudi 
Arabia. 

The Soviet techno-export firm 
is drilling two onshore wells, one 
in the same province and the other 
in the north-eastern province of 
Thamud bordering Saudi Arabia. 

Braspetro. a subsidiary of Bra- 
zil's Petroleo Brasileiro. in a joint 
venture with the Spanish gov- 
ernment oil company Hispanica 


De Petroleos. is exploring an area 
of 42 .UI hi square kilometres bet- 
ween Hadhramaut and vlahra 
provinces, vlahra borders Oman, 
a modest oil exporter. 

According to the sources, the 
exploration areas lie on the rim of 
a big sedimentary basin in the des- 
en of Rub Al Khali, known as the 
empty quarter. 

The oil reservoirs of Saudi Ara- 
bia. Oman and the United Arab 
Emirates lie in the basinu including ! 
the giant Saudi Gawhar field." 
which with estimated reserves of 
5(t billion barrels of oil is the 
world's biggest. 

The sources said that if South 
Yemen became an oil exporter it 
could attract clients such as Japan 
which seek poliiically-secure sou- 
rces of oil from outside the Gulf. 

The security of the Gulf, which 
supplies about 7«) per cent of the 
oil requirements of industrialised 
countries, has been called into 
q uestion in the aftermath of Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan, the 
Iranian revolution and the Iraq- 
Iran war. 

South Yemen, which gained 
independence from Britain in 
IV67. has in recent years cha- 
nnelled more of its revenue into 
seismic studies and surveys for 


minerals. 

In the current luxi-riS dev- 
elopment plan. 34 million dinars 
tsns.5 million » was allocated to 
minerals exploration, against 6.2 
million dinars (SIN million ) under 
the previous plan. 

The World Bank helped South 
Yemen with sy* million credit for 
oil promotion projects three years 
ago. 

The discovery of oil in com- 
mercial quantities could dra- 
matically alter the fortunes of 
South Yemen’s 1.5 million tribal 
inhabitants. 

The country's meagre foreign 
aid is supplemented by rem- 
ittances from South Yemenis 
working overseas and the income 
from the Aden refinery, which 
supplies fuel to ships calling at 
Aden harbour on their way to and 
from the Suez Canal. 

The refinery has a capacity of 
1 6i U iui i barrels daily but operates 
at reduced output on crude from 
some Arab countries and the Sov- 
iet Union. 

Last month. Iran renewed a 
contract wiih South Yemen under 
which an unspecified quantity of 
Iranian crude would be processed 
at the refinery and reshipped to 
Iran for domestic consumption. 
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from the Carroll Rlghttr Institute

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Latin American peace talks 
to reach agreement 



PANAMA CITY (R) — Nine Latin Ame- 
rican foreign ministers ended three days of 
peace talks Saturday night without pro- 
ducing a diplomatic breakthrough which 
could avert the possibility of war between 
Honduras and Nicaragua. 


The Contadora group of Mex- 
ico. Colombia. Venezuela and 
Panama, which sponsored [he 
talks, could not persuade five Cen- 
tral American nations to accept a 
peace plan calling for an end to the. 
foreign military presence in the 
region. Foreign Ministry officials 
said. 

A communique said the con- 
ference focused on the split bet- 
ween leftist Nicaragua and Was- 
hington's allies. El Salvador. Gua- 
temala. Costa Rica and Honduras. 
They have accused Nicaragua of 
exporting revolution and trying to 
impose Communism on its nei- 
ghbours. 

Panamanian Foreign Minister 
Juan Jose Am a do told reporters 
thai the Contadora group hiusi 
speed up its diplomatic efforts ;to 
find solutions “before the military 
crisis reaches a position of no ret- 
urn.” 

Aides said Amado was referring, 
to the danger of war between 
Honduras. Washington's closest 
ally in Central America, and Nic- 
aragua. which has close ties with 
Cuba and (he Soviet Union. 

Fears of war increased when 
Nicaragua reported on Friday that 
an unidentified aircraft coming 


from Honduras fired rockets at a 
target near its port of Corimo. 

Washington said Conn to had 
been used to unload Soviet arms 
shipments, but a port adm- 
inistrator said Saturday no Soviet 
freighters had docked there with 
weapons consignments this year. 

Nicaragua says 1.500 soldiers 
and civilians have died this year in 
clashes with rightist insurgents, 
based in Honduras, who are fig- 
hting trying to overthrow its San- 
dmist government. 

The Contadora Group, named 
after a Panamanian island where 
peace talks began last January, has 
a mandate from the United Nat- 
ions Security Council to press its 
efforts to avert war. 

The conference communique 
called on the nine ministers to 
meet next month in a renewed bid 
to reconcile rival peace proposals 
from Nicaragua and its Central 
American neighbours. 

Amado declined to spell out 
Nicaragua's differences with the. 
other four on the grounds that lis- 
ting the disputes would be 
counter-productive. 

In Washington. President Rea- 
gan said in an interview Saturday 
he was willing to take seriously 


Poland seems cool on debt 
talks with Western creditors 


WARSAW <R) — Poland has 
kept a discreet silence on the agr- 
eement in principle by Western 
creditors to resume talks on its. 
huge debt, the first sign that san- 
ctions will be eased after the lifting 
of martial law. 

A Polish government spo- 
kesman said there would be no off- 
icial response until a formal com- 
munique is released on last Fri- 
day's talks in Paris. 

At the talks the U.S. dropped its 
opposition to joining other Wes- 
tern states in discussions about 
rescheduling the overdue debts. 

Senior economic sources here 
hoped other economic restrictions 
imposed in the 1 9 months of mar- 
tial law would also be eased. 

Official newspapers carried 
brief reports quoting foreign news 
agencies as saying the agreement 
in principle was reached. 

The government has taken the 
line that the West is finally rea- 
lising the sanctions failed in their 
intention of forcing a change in 
Poland's internal policies and has 
come round to Poland" s view that 
they were a mistake. 

“The whole q uestion is whether 
the West wants to see Poland 
strong and stable. We believe it is 


in the interests of the West. Pol- 
and and world peace that this cou- 
ntry be stable." one senior gov- 
ernment minister told Reuters. 

The Polish approach has been 
to avoid any suggestion of Unking 
relaxation at home, like the end to 
martial law and the partial aran- . 
esty declared a week ago. with 
Western demands. 

They insist these steps were 
taken only in the Polish interest 
and were made possible with help 
from Communist allies. 

The official PAP news agency 
commented: “Thanks to con- 
tinuous work, ample help from 
true friends, namely the Socialist 
countries, and especially from the 
Soviet Union. Poland has already 
gone through the worst period." 

PAP also suggested the gov- 
ernment would take into account 
the behaviour of “alleged friends" 
who went back on bilateral agr- 
eements to impose the economic 
embargo in future economic pla- 
nning. 

“After the complete lifting of 
sanctions in the future... Poland 
will change its opinions on its real 
friends and draw up a bill for the 
false ones." PAP said.

Cuban proposals to end foreign 
military aid in Central America. 

Reagan added in the television 
interview he thought the offer by 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro may 
have been prompted by U.S. act- 
ions in Central America, including 
naval exercises. 

Mr. Castro said on Thursday 
that Cuba would halt military aid 
to leftist Nicaragua if an agr- 
eement could be negotiated for all 
nations to stop sending military 
aid and advisers anywhere in the 
region. 

The Reagan administration says 
ihe Cuban arms are transhipped 
from Nicaragua to rebels fighting 
the U.S.-backed government in El 
'Salvador. 

Asked if Mr. Castro should be 
taken seriously. Reagan said in the 
interview with the “McLaughlin 
' Group” television public affairs 
panel: “1 am willing to give him 
the benefit of the doubt in any 
negotiations and so forth." 

Mr. Reagan added that Castro's 
remarks and an offer by Nic- 
aragua' s Sahdinist government to 
negotiate on the region's pro- 
blems might have been spurred by 
recent U.S. actions. 

Asked if these included U.S. 
naval exercises now in progress off 
the Pacific coast of Central Ame- 
rica. he replied "that and the 
whole appearance that we are not 
going to back away from what we 


think must be done down there." 

Mr. Reagan added: "But we 
will take the lead, and we've said 
from the very beg innin g, 'yes. 
we'd like a negotiated settlement 
and a peace'.” 

He said the United States would 
take pan in any talks leading to 
“the recognition that in El Sal- 
vador the solution must be by 
democratic means, not someone 
trying to shoot their way into 
power." 


Mr. Reagan also called for early 
free elections in Nicaragua. 

He said the Organisation of 
American States (OAS) should 
insist that Nicaragua keep its pro- 
mise to hold elections. 


Healey warns U.S. 


GLASGOW. Scotland (R) — 
Denis Healey, deputy leader of 
Britain's opposition Labour Party, 
said Sunday there was a danger of 
the United States getting as ent- 
angled in Central America as it 
had in Vietnam. 


Mr. Healey. Labour’s foreign 
affairs spokesman, said that an 
American military invasion of 
Nicaragua or any other country in 
the region “would mobilise the 
whole continent against the U.S. 
and hand it to the Soviet Union on 
a plate." 


Craxi expects to form Italy’ s 
new government by mid-week 


ROME (R) — Prime Minister- 
designate Bettino Craxi expects 
to form Italy’s 44th postwar gov- 
ernment by the middle of the week 
after experts from the five pot- 
ential coalition parties have wor- . 
ked on resolving outstanding dif- 
ferences. 

Socialist leader Craxi held four 
hours of talks Saturday on fin-, 
ancial and economic policy with 
leaders of the dominant Christian 
Democrats and the smaller Lib- 
eral. Social Democrat and Rep- 
ublican Parties. 

Mr. Craxi told reporters the 
meeting was “a substantial and 
decisive step forward towards the 


formation of this government, 
which can be expected in the mid- ' 
die of the week". 

Social Democrat leader Pietro 
Longo said after the meeting that 
the five leaders would meet again 
late on Monday to discuss foreign 
policy and institqtioaal reform — 
moves lo make Italy's parliament 
work faster and more efficiently. 

Republican leader Giov anni 
Spado lini told reporters that mea- 
nwhile experts from the parties 
would work on outstanding points 
of difference - in the draft coalition 
accord. 

Mr. Spadolini the first non- 
Christian Democrat to head a pos- 


twar government — the 41st and 
42nd — said he had asked for a 
redraft of the original agreement. 
The Republicans are demanding 
stringent measures to cure Italy's 
economic woes. 

Italy's inflation rate is about 1 6 
per cent, the highest in the Eur- 
opean Community, there is 9.9 
per cent unemployment and the 
public sector deficit threatens to 
reach S60 billion this year. 

'A potential obstacle to the coa- 
lition is Lhe Christian Democrats' 
call for the Socialists to move away 
from the Communist Party at all 
levels, including their numerous 
local government coalitions. 


CIA said to have held Barbie’s 
son hostage after World War II 


PARIS (R) — American int- 
elligence agents who recruited 
Nazi war criminal Klaus Barbie 
after World War II held bis infant 
son hostage to guarantee his ret- 
urn from spying missions, acc- 
ording to Barbie’s French 
daughter-in-law. 

Francoise Crazier de Altmans 
also said in an interview published 
Sunday by the weekly Journal Du 
Dimanche that Barbie had exp- 
ected his extradition to France 
after the election of Socialist Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand in May 
1981. 


Barbie. 69. was expelled to Fra- 
nce last February from Bolivia 
where he had lived since 1951 
under the name of AJtmann. The 
former Gestapo officer is awaiting 
trial in a Lyons prison for crimes 
against humanity. He was twice 
sentenced to death in absentia by 
French courts. 

Francoise Altmann. who mar- 
ried Barbie's son Klaus Georg in 
Cochabamba, Bolivia, in 1968. 
said in the interview that Barbie's 
contacts with the United States 
Central Intelligence agency began 
shortly after the end of World War 


II. 


“In 1946. the Americans seq- 
uestered his baby Klaus Georg. 
They wanted to be sure that barbie 
would return from the missions 
they assigned to him. The baby 
was the hostage.” she was quoted 
as saying. 


Previous reports have said Bar- 
bie began working for the Ame- 
ricans in 1947 or 1948. providing 
information on other Nazis and 
intelligence information from the 
Soviet zone of occupied Germany 
in exchange for protection. 


Actress Lynn Fontanne dies of old age 


GENESEE DEPOT. Wisconsin 
(R) — Actress Lynn Fontanne. 
half of American theatre's most 
famous performing duo. died in 
bed early Saturday. 

The British-born actress died of 
complications of old age at Ten 
Chimneys, the farmhouse she sha- 
red with her husband and stage 
partner. Alfred Lunt, a family 
spokesman said. 

Fontanne. whose career on 
stage with her husband spanned 
more than 5(1 years, had been ill 
for about six weeks. 

Fontanne’s work with Lunt was 
considered American theatre's 
best acting partnership. The magic’ 
names of “Lunt and Fontanne” 
were enough to pack theatres 
wherever they toured and they 
were the only couple to have a 
Broadway theatre named after 
them. 

Fontanne was vague about her 


age throughout her life. Some 
published accounts gave her age as 
95 and her birthdate as Dec. 6. 
1NN7. whereas others gave her 
birth year as 1892. The executor 
of her estate said Saturday her bir- 
thdate was unclear. 

Lunt died in 1977 at the age of 
84. 

Fontanne was the oldest of four 
daughters of Jules Pierre Antoine 
Fontanne and Francis Thom ley 
who lived in Woodford, a scenic 
comer of England's Essex county. 

Fontanne met Lunt in 1919 
when she was an unknown actress. 
They were married in New York 
City Hall in 1922. having bor- 
rowed two dollars for the fee. 

. fr^ 1924. Lunt and Fontanne 
co-starred in the theatre guUd for 
the first time, in MolnaPs comedy 
“ the Guardsman” . later made into 
one of the only two films they 
made. 


The couple known for their ele- 
ctric love scenes starred in a total 
of 26 broadway productions inc- 
luding “Arms And The Man”. 
“Design For Living” and “The 
Taming Of The Shrew". 

The couple acted hi England for 
two years during World War II. In 
a London theatre in 1944. while 
they played in “Oh Mistress 
Mine", a bomb hit the building 
next door, filling the stage with 
smoke and falling plaster. 

Lunt held one of the stage sets 
up with his hand and delivered his 
next line to Fontanne impeccably 
on cue: “Are you all right, dar- 
ling?" The audience went wild. 

When Lunt died in 1977. Fon- 
tanne was too frail to keep vigil at 
his bedside. 

Private funeral services will be 
held for Fontanne on Monday in 
nearby Milwaukee. She will be 
buried next to Lunt 


Foreign diplomats keep slaves 
in London, says campaigner 


LONDON (R) — Some foreign 
diplomats in London keep slaves 
and at least one lent a slave girl to 
men friends for sex, the former 
secretary of the Anti-Slavery Soc- 
iety said Saturday. 

Colonel Patrick Montgomery 
made his allegations in a letter 
published by the Times, tra- 
ditional newspaper of the British 
establishment. 

He told Reuters later that while 
secretary of the London-based 
Anti-Slavery Society between 
1963 and 1980 he also received 
evidence of foreign diplomats 
keeping slaves in Washington. 
New York and Geneva. 

Recalling that slavery was abo- 
lished in England in 1772. Col. 


Montgomery wrote: “Twice in 
recent years I have been given 
first-hand information of slave- 
owning by persons of diplomatic 
status living or staying in Lon- 
don." 

He told how in one incident a! 
girl emerged from a diplomat's flat 
to show the wife of one of his fri- 
ends bite marks on her arm and a 
brand mark on the crown of her 
head. 

"She was on several occasions 
seen being dragged out screaming 
to be lent to the diplomat’s men* 
friends.” he wrote. He later con- 
firmed that this implied she was 
lent for sex. 

Col. Montgomery, who gave no 
details of which countries' dip- 


lomats were involved, said police 
could not act because of dip- 
lomatic immunity. 

Girls were lured to London as 
domestic servants expecting a life 
of iuxuzy to be confined to home, 
unable to contact outsiders and 
sexually abused, he added. 

“I'm only talking about what 1 
believe to be the tip of the ice- 
berg.” he added. 

He said that as secretary of the 
Anti-Slavery Society he had evi- 
dence of four cases of foreign dip- 
lomats owning slaves in London, 
two in Geneva and two in New 
York. 

The number for Washington 
was greater than the other cities, 
he added without giving details. 


Malta determined to push through 
measures against Catholic Church 


VALLETTA (Rl — Malta's Soc- 
ialist government says it is det- 
ermined to take action which will 
deprive, the Roman Catholic 
Church of as much as 70 per cent 
of its property within the next six 
months. 

Protracted and bitter neg- 
otiations with the Vatican aimed at 
finding a negotiated settlement to 
church-state differences on this 
Mediterranean island have bro- 
ken down completely and the gov- 
ernment will impose its views uni- 
laterally, according to Deputy 
Prime Minister Carmelo Mifsud 
Bonnici. 

"The Vatican has now informed 
us it is against further neg- 
otiations. So it is a questions of 
weeks before we rule that the 
whole law should be enforced. We 
will then enforce it fully within not 
more than six months." Mr. Bon- 
nici told Reuters. 

Last month it passed a law on 
the devolution of church property, 
which church and state officials 
agree could lead to the con- 
fiscation of some 70 per cent of 
church property. 

Church leaders have denounced 
the law as an intrusion and a vio- 
lation of human rights. The Vat- 
ican has indicated it will fight the 


decision and both sides ack- 
nowledge that church-state rel- 
ations, already strained, will det- 
eriorate even further. 

Mr. Bonnici said the law was 
passed after it became clear the 
Vatican was unwilling to accept 
that education in the 63 church- 
run schools on the island should be 
free and that the church should 
give up property For which it had 
no documentary title. 

Intermittent negotiations on 
these and other questions have 
been going on between (he gov- 
ernment and the Holy See for sev- 
eral years. 

Church leaders reject the gov- 
ernment's contention that one 
third of property belongs to the 
church. They say its possessions 
are extensive, but no accurate est- 
imate can be given for the mom- 
ent.

China’s Hong Kong plan 
excludes banning capitalism 


PEKING (R) — Plans to eve- 
ntually include Hong Kong in a 
huge economic zone to extend 
over much of South China are not 
aimed at banning the Capitalist 
system in the territory, according 
to a senior Chinese official. 

The China News Service q uoted 
Mai Yang, chairman of the Can- 
ton City Planning Commission, as 
saying the aim of the zone “is to 
strengthen economic links and 
cooperation between Guangdong 
(province) and Hong Kong and 
Macao rather than bring Hong 
Kong and Macao into the eco- 
nomic system of Guangdong". 

Mai'said the zone was “just his 
own suggestion." "and he was con- 
cerned his earlier remarks may 
have been misunderstood. 

He said earlier this month the 
zone would "in the longterm" inc- 
lude Hong Kong and the Por- 
tuguese .colony of Macao and 
would serve as a “domestic and 
international economic centre". 

Two rounds of detailed talks on 
the future of Hong Kong took 
place in Peking this month and off- 
icials are to meet again next Tue- 
sday and Wednesday for further 


negotiations. 

Mai's latest remarks were de- 
arly aimed at allaying fears of 
many Hong Kong residents that 
their living standards would drop 
when Peking regained sovereignty 
in 1 997 following the expiry of the 
British lease over most of the ter- 
ritory. 

China has frequently stated that 
it intended to allow the social and 
economic system of Hong Kong to 
remain intact after 1997. but 
many residents and businessmen 
question whether these sta- 
tements are compatible with 
Communist ideology. 

Mai said in his earlier speech the 
first stage of the zone would cover 
only the Pearl River delta near 
Canton, the next phase would inc- 
lude the whole Pearl River valley 
covering parts of eight provinces, 
and the third stage would embrace 
Hong Kong and Macao. 

The proposed zone would mir- 
ror a similar entity being set up in 
the Yangtze River delta around 
Shanghai which is to become a 
major base for exports and pro- 
duction of sophisticated equ- 
ipment. 


Kenyans prefer to forget 
last year’s attempted coup 


NAIROBI (R) — The most traumatic event in the history of ind- 
ependent Kenya took place a year ago Monday — and most Kenyans 
would like to forget it ever took place. 

The wish to erase the memory of the attempted air force coup of 
last Aug. I is so strong that no cere monies are planned to honour the 
army troops who crushed the revolt and saved Kenya's civilian gov- 
ernment. 

“We knew that such things were prevalent all over Africa but that 
ft should have happened here just flHs us with shame"- explained a 
young Nairobi office worker. 

For to him. like to many Kenyans when speaking with obvious 
distaste of those wild few hours when machine-gun fire raked the 
streets of Nairobi, the main casualty was the confidence of Kenyans 
in themselves and their country. 

Even among those dissatisfied with Kenya's free-wheeling Cap- 
italist system and strong foreign influences, the coup was an abo- 
mination which in just one morning brought one of Africa’s great 
success stories close to the horrors associated with the names of Idi 
Amin. Macias Nguema and Jean-Bedel Bokassa. ; 

The official death toll for the Aug. I events stands at 129, but 
persistent reports at the time said the number of dead was several 
times that figure. 

Visiting an annexe of the main city morgue 48 hours later, one 
correspondent saw piles of bloodied bodies, arms and legs jutfingout * 
grotesquely in all directions. 

The dead seemed evenly divided between air force rebels and 
civilians shot while taking part in a wild outbreak of looting by 
Shantytown dwellers. Nairobi shop owners lost about a billion shi- 
llings (Si flu million) worth of goods. 

About 3.000 people were arrested, mainly armed rebels, and a 
night curfew was slapped for more than a month on Nairobi and on 
Nanyuki to the north, a major air force base which was the only other 
place in Kenya where the coup had any backing. 

About 1 .000 people, most from the low-ranking air force men who 
attempted the coup, were subsequently sentenced to jail terms but 
several hundred have since been released. 

Ten coup plotters, mostly air force enlisted men without marked 
ideology, were sentenced to death but have not been executed. 
Several others fled to neighbouring Tanzania where they were era- • 
nted asylum. 

A handful of student leaders received jail terms for trying to lead 
theft comrades in support of the revolt, and the university was closed. 

It has since resumed its activities without incident. 

■ Nairobi has suffered from periodic jitters as rumours another coup 
■attempt have spread through the city as late as last March. 

But foreign diplomats, who admit they were taken by surprise last 
August, say the likelihood of another attempted coup is extremely 
remote. They credit President Daniel arap Mofs extreme leniency 
by Third World standards — Qofirftig-squads or lengthy witch hunts 


— with the return to normatityT”^ • 

The diplomats say the Kenyan leader’s confidence in a return to 
stability was best demonstrated when he recently set September as 
,the date for parliamentary elections, even though this will inevitably 
cause a rise in political tensions. 



Plane collision 
kills 3 people 


OLIVER. British Columbia (R) 
— Three people died Saturday in a 
mid-air collision between two 
Vintage aircraft from a warplane 
enthusiasts' flying dub. Eye- 
witnesses said the two Harvard 
two-seater trainers appeared to 
lock wings while getting into for- 
mation with 1 6 other planes flying 
to a summer fair. One crashed into 
an empty motel, setting it on fire, 
and the other plummeted into an 
orchard. Two pilots and one pas- 
senger died. No names have yet 
been released. The planes, which 
dated from the World War IL 
were in Oliver for a meeting of the 
Western War Birds, a group of 
about 100 warplane enthusiasts 
from the United States and Can- 
ada. 


Yugoslavia’s 
forest fire brought 
under control 


DUBROVNIK. 'Yugoslavia fR) 
— More than 2.000 firefighters 
struggled throughout the night to 
control a forest fire threatening 
the southern Yugoslav sea resort 
of Dubrovnik. Officials said the 
danger from blaze, which began in 
pine trees hills overlooking Lhe 
walled medieval city, was finally 
averted just after dawn when the 
wind changed. About 30.UUU for- 
eign and 25.000 Yugoslav tourists 
are now in Dubrovnik, renowned 
for its beautiful palaces, churches, 
squares and fortresses. Thousands 
watched the fire approaching the 
city walls and many volunteered to 
help to fight it. 


British July set to 
be hottest in 
100 years 


LONDON (R) — July is scorching 
its way into the record books and 
weathermen say only a snowstorm 
Sunday will stop ft being the hot- 
test month in Britain this century. 
“Barring a snow blizzard, we sho- 
uld get higher average tem- 
peratures than any other month 
since records began 82 years ago." 
said a spokesman for London's 
Weather Centre. Some weather 
researchers estimate that it could 
be the hottest July since 1659. 
Temperatures in London have 
risen over 8(i Fahrenheit (27 Cen- 
tigrade) on 16 days this month. 


Priests criticise 
killing of youth 
in N. Ireland 


BELFAST (.R) — Roman Car- 
bolic priests criticised British sec- 
urity forces Saturday for killing a 
youth in Northern Ireland. Police 
said Martin Malone. I 8. was shot 
dead early Saturday in the sou- 
thern town of Armagh by a patrol 
of the Ulster Defence Regiment, a 
force of largely part-time soldiers. 
Five priests of the Armagh diocese 
said Malone, a Catholic, had been 
unarmed when he was shot. They 
asked why police took four hours 
to arrive at the scene of the killing 
and said the security forces had 
continually harassed Catholics. 
The priests said Malone was the 
fourth unarmed parishioner to die 
in the past year and a half in the 
diocese. ,

greeter dies at 82 - 


NEW YORK (R) — Francis Plj- 
rapton. former deputy U.S. rep- 
resentative to the United Nations 
.andJatfiLNew York City's official 
greeter. diec( Saturday. He was 82. 
An official at'Huntington Hospital 
in Huntingtorn. Long Island, said 
he had been in hospital for nearly 
three weeks. Mr. iHjmpton fou-' 
nded one of New York's most suc- 
cessful law firms and was a past 
president of Lhe city's Bar Ass- 
ociation. He served at the United 
Nations under the administrations 
of President Kennedy and Pre- 
sident Johnson. 


David Steel suffering 
from severe 
depression

leader David Steel, now taking a 
rest from politics, has been suf- 
fering from severe depression 
brought on by virus infection, the 
Observer newspaper said Sunday.

ago that he was. taking a two- 
month break from the party lea- 
dership. 
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
